The budget for 1930. consisting of 
the sum of eighty-eight thousand eight 
hundred and forty-four dollars ($88, 
844), was adopted by ordinance by the 
Narberth Borough Council at its regu 
lar meeting on Monday night at Elm 
Hall. The tax rate of 19 mills on the 
dollar was also passed by ordinance 

Included in the budget for the first 
time is an item of $1400 for the Rec 
reation Board. A similar amount is 
being appropriated by the School 
Board, giving the Recreation Board 
something to work with in develop 
ing recreation facilities in the borough 
In response to a plea from the Rev 
Robert E. Keighton, chairman of tin- 
Board of Trustees of the Narberth 
Community Library Association, set 
ting forth the library's needs and serv- 
ices to the community, the appropria 
tion for the library was increased from 
$2000 to $2500. 

Other items picked at random from 
the budget are as follows: for police 
expenses, $10,100; for fire protection, 
$7300; for roads, bridges and sewers 
care and maintenance of same, collec- 
tion of ashes and incidental highway 
expenses, $28,000. (This last, inci- 
dentally, is the largest single item in 
the budget. )

Breaking into the Fairview Home of 
the Red Star Klan of Ardmore on 
Tuesday night, an unknown intruder 
made away with a contribution box 
used for orphans, money, cigars, cigar- 
ettes and candy and concluded his dep 
redations by breaking into a steel filing 
cabinet with a garden spade.

Report of Library Treasurer 
Shows Where Money Goes 

The report of the finances of the 
Narberth Community Library for the 
calendar year as submitted by the 
treasurer, Mrs. Clifford W. Bates, re- 
veals some very interesting statements. 

According to her report there are 
I three sources of income: an appropria- 
tion of $2000 from the Borough Coun- 
cil, an appropriation of $300 from the 
school Board, and a varying amount 
averaging about $1200 received from 
rentals and overdue charges on the 
books. According to the budget as 
established by the library, the appro- 
priation of Council is allotted to sala- 
ries, and the appropriation of the 
School Board to the purchase of books 
used in connection with school work, 
to books of reference and of standard 
merit. 

This leaves the money received ovei 
the library desk, collected as rentals 
and fines, to be used in all other ex- 
penses connected with the purchase, 
preparation and circulation of books 
Of the $1254.04 received during the 
year ending December 31, $797.41 was 
spent for books other than those pro- 
vided for in the School Board appro- 
priation, $114.85 for magazines, $209.10 
for rebinding worn books, $70.65 foi 
supplies, such as book pockets, charg- 
ing cards, date-loaned slips, and $51.75 
for postage, express and miscellaneous 
items. 

With a balance of $10.28 in this ac- 
count the library goes hopefully on, re- 
plying on the reading interest of the 
citizens of Xarberth to provide the 
income for the coming year as it has 
in the past. The 28 per cent increase 
in circulation over last year's record 
or 38.650 books circulated compared 
with 32,000, is an indication of the re- 
sponse of the community to the serv 
ice which the library offers.

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Earle Looker 

An interesting life has been led by Earle Looker, who will be the 
speaker at the Post's meeting on Monday night, which is open to the 
public. 

Some two million magazine readers know him as the author of 
"The White House Gang." 

Earle Looker, born in Washington, a member of the group of boys 
who played in the White House during Roosevelt's regime, met in the 
most informal fashion and grew to intimately know many history-makers 
of national and international importance. 

Still in his early youth, he became a newspaperman in Cleveland, a 
preparation for war correspondence and magazine writing — for he was 
to find himself in Belgium and France just before the outbreak of the 
World War. 

In August, 1914, he was one of the organizers of the famous Ameri- 
can Ambulance at Neuilly-sur-Seine, serving with a field section of it 
through the stirring events of the first winter campaign of '14-'15. To- 
gether with some other notable American volunteers, he carried wounded 
in the British, British-Indian. French and Belgian lines. Returning to 
America in 1915, he published a series of keenly observant war articles in 
The Saturday Evening Post and other periodicals, became one of the 
executive secretaries of the National Defense Committee, New York 
(Mayor John Purroy Mitchell) and took an active part in organization 
and preparation for the inevitable conflict. 

Commissioned as a reserve officer before the U. S. eleclaration of 
war, he returned to France for special staff duties before his division, the 
78th — "Lightning," joining it and serving with it as Captain of Infantry 
and Division Staff Officer through all its operations in the St. Mihiel and 
Meuse-Argonne offensives. 

After the war Earle Looker became Associate-Editor of "Asia" 
Magazine, followed by six years as an advertising writer and executive 
in New York, finally giving up business to devote himself entirely to 
writing, to which he now brought a very concentrated human experience. 
The result, "The White House Gang" is to be followeel later in the year 
by "The Captains and Kings."

Asks Rotary's Aid 

For Youth's Ideals 



'Should Be Given More Chances 

to Show Initiative,' 

Is Claim. 



AEROPLANE NEXT TOPIC 



"Aid today's youth become tomor- 
row's good citizen, and you will pro- 
mote progress and future law observ- 
ance," was the statement made by 
Walter M. Wood, general secretary of 
the Philadelphia Y. M. C. A., at Tues- 
day's meeting of the Bala-Cynwyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary Club. His topic was 
"Idealism and Youth." 

"Youth should he exposed to good 
examples," he declared, "given growing 
freedom from imposed guardianship; 
encouraged to do things when told, and 
to accomplish much without being 
commanded; given more things to do, 
and more stimulation to show initiative 
in doing them; and shown more in- 
spiring examples of adult leadership. 

"No wood to chop, no water to pump 
from the well — few chores to accom- 
plish — are tendencies of the age," he 
went on. "But do we substitute 
enough other tasks to keep the youth- 
ful hands and minds busy in their 
growth to maturity? I recommend 
that youth be given more chances to 
do things for himself, instead of letting 
him simply take inventory of what has 
been done for him. 

"Age brings to bear on its decisions 
fixed opinions valued in the light of 
past experience. Youth sees new sit- 
uations without the background of 
experience. The viewpoints frequently 
clash, and youth frequently makes mis- 
takes as a result of immature judgment. 
But youth should be encouraged to 
make decisions for himself, in order 
that he may form mature judgments 
later on." 

A visitor at the meeting was Gene 
Baldwin, of the Ardmore Rotary Club. 

Xext week's meeting will be in 
charge of Barclay Jones, headmaster 
of the Friends' Central School, who 
has secured as a speaker Charles H. 
English, Director of the Philadelphia 
Playground Association, who will talk 
about his latest project, the Philadel- 
phia Model Aeroplane Association.
